YOUNG DOCTORS 


URGED TO UNSEAT 
AMA. CHIEFS AS 


MEDICAL LEADERS 


‘Harvard Professor Here, 


Criticizes Group’s Au- 


thoritarians,’ Defends 
Much of Pending Health 
Bill. 


A new group of physicians, par- 
ticularly young ones, should take 
the leadership of organized medi- 
cine away from the doctors who 
have controlled the American 
Medical Association for the last 
25 years, Dr. Allan M. Butler, pro- 
fessor of pediatrics at Harvard 
University Medical School, said 
here yesterday. 

Dr. Butler, who spoke at Wash- 
ington University Medical School 
to an audience composed princi- 
pally of students and young doc- 
tors, criticized the A.M.A. and its 
present leadership scathingly, and 
defended many of the provisions 
of the pending Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell-McGrath bill, for a na- 
tional compulsory health insurance 
system, without specifically indors- 
ing the bill. 

He predicted, however, that 
“what appears to be a battle royal 
between the A. M. A. and President 
Truman may amount to little,” be- 
Cause heavy expenditures for 
armaments and European recov- 
ery ere not likely to leave Con- 
gress in.a mood for enacting the 
proposal this year. 

The AMA. and the N. A. M. 

Leaders of the A. M. A., who in- 
sist on “authoritarian unanimity” 
within the organization and pre- 
sent only “the party line” in the 
A M. A. Journal, are no more repre- 
sentative of the medical profession 
as a whole than is the National 
Association of Manufacturers 
representative of all manufac- 
- turers, he declared. 

Dr. Butler, vice chairman of the 
rebel Committee of Physicians for 
the Improvement of Medical Care, 
called the new A.M.A. 12-point 
Program for medical care, an- 
nounced last Sunday, “mere pious 
Platitudes” and charged that the 
organization has been guilty of 
self-contradictions, gross errors 
and hysterical propaganda” in its 
campaign against what it regards 
as socialized medicine. 

“How can the public have con- 
fidence in the same old group of 
leaders,” he asked, “when they 
for Many years opposed Blue 
Cross plans of voluntary insur- 
ance; full-time, salaried clinical 
professors in medical schools, and 
federal funds for hospital con- 
struction?”

The A.M.A, has said that a com- 
pulsory insurance plan would “put 
a third party” between the doctor 
and his patient, he continued, add- 
ing that the Blue Cross, now sup- 
ported by the A.M.A., is such a

“Apparently the A.M.A. thinks 
that everything is all right as long 
as it is unsystematic, inefficient 
and unco-ordinated,” he said. “Its 
leaders would deny to physicians 
and the public the potertialities 
of American medicine.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 16—James A. 
Moffett was awarded $1,150,000 by 


a jury in United States District 


Court here yesterday for services 
to the Arabian American Oil Co. 


Moffett sued the firm for $6,000,- 
000, claiming he promoted Govern- 


ment loans to King Ibn Saud and 
saved the firm’s oil concessions in 
Saudi Arabia. 


The award will carry interest 
from 1941, which, it was said, will 
amount to about an additional 

The company, known as Aramco, 
denied the legitimacy of Moffett's 
suit, contending that Government 
funds would have been advanced 
to the Arabian King through Brit- 
ish loans and by lend-lease without 
Moffett’s intercession. The former 
Standard Oil Company executive, 
now 62 years old, insisted he in- 
duced President Roosevelt and 
others to arrange them. 

Moffett produced his letter to 
President Roosevelt, promising 
that Aramco would sell oil at re- 
duced prices to the Government if 
American money went to the King. 
Members of the jury, composed of 
five women and seven men, were 
not informed that subsequent sales 
to the Navy were at more than 
world market rates. 

Withheld From Jury. 

The jury in the 15-day trial was 
not permitted to learn that the 
American subsidy to King Ibn 
Saud, remitted directly or indi- 
rectly, amounted to $99,000,000, of 
which only about $27,000,000 is 
deemed recoverable. Moffett tes- 
tified only he prompted govern- 
ment advances through British 
loans to meet the King’s demand 
for $6,000,000 annually for five 
years. 

During the trial he submitted 
documentary evidence to prove he 
convinced President Roosevelt, 
Jesse Jones and other high gov- 
ernment officials, that the United 
States should placate King Ibn 
Saud who had threatened to re- 
voke Aramco oil concessions un- 
less his royalties were increased. 

A Senate War Investigating 
Committee declared the Govern- 
ment had been exploited by the 
oil companies owning Aramco, 
“despite the high expenditures 
and assistance granted to Saudi 
Arabia at the companies’ behest.” 
It also declared the Government 
“clearly was defrauded” or has 
“overpaid” millions of dollars for 
oil products. 

Ownership of Aramco. 

Aramco is owned jointly by the 
Standard Oi] Co. of California 
and the Texas Co. During the 
negotiations in 1941, Moffett was 
employed at $75,000 annually by 
two other subsidiaries of those 
firms. Aramco spokesmen as- 
serted that Moffett’s services in 
Washington were covered by his 
salary.

HISTORIAN THINKS 
AUSTIN’S BODY 
STILL IS IN TOMB 


The recent claim of amateur St. 
Louis historians that the body of 
Moses Austin, Missouri pioneer, 
disintegrated after a cherry tree 
grew through his tomb at Potosi, 
was disputed today by Charles 
Van Ravenswaay, director of the 
Missouri Historical Society. 


Quoting from a letter written by 
John S. Brickey and reprinted in 
the Missouri Gazatteer, an almanac 
printed in 1834 by Alphonso Wet- 
more, Van Ravenswaay pointed 
out Brickey had been present 
when Austin’s body was disin- 
terred at Hazel Run, Mo., where it 
originally had been buried in 1821. 
“The body,” Brickey wrote, “was 
completely preserved and in a re- 
markable state of petrification.” 

“There is every reason to be- 
lieve Austin’s bones still lie under 
the hollow stone vault at Potosi,” 
Van Rasenswaay said. “Those 
who say they have peered through 
the crack in the surface table of 
the tomb and seen nothing within 
forget it was the custom of that 
period to bury the body in an ordi- 
nary coffin from six to eight feet 
beneath the hollow top Monu- 
ment.” ad 

The controversy over Austin’s 
remains began last month when 
the Potosi Lions’ Club backed a 
project to send them to Texas in 
exchange for $50,000, which would 
be used to build a new Potosi 
town hall. Texans expressed in- 
terest because Moses Austin was 
head of an expedition to that ter- 
ritory shortly before his death and 
his son, Stephen, led into 
the union. Negotiations, However, 
have become acrimonious: 

In a recent editorial the Dallas 
News declared, “The worst mis- 
take Moses Aystin ever made was 
to be caught dead in Missouri.”

Lange reported following a three- 
hour hearing by his Public Wel- 
fare Committee at City Hall yes- 
terday. 

“On the basis of the evidence 
heard so far,” Fifteenth 
Ward Republican, said, “it ap- 
pears that the resolution for an 
investigation by this committee 
is completely unjustified. No 
charges have been substantiated 
and unless something turns up be- 
tween now and the time we sub- 
mit our report, in about three 
weeks, the hospitals will be given 
a clean bill of health.”

He said 
Redmond had been “riding” phy- 
sicians at the hospital because 
they were not turning over acci- 
dent cases to Negro lawyers for 
possible damage suits. 

“Ia years past,” Dr. Tounge 
said, “Homer G. Phillips was a 
happy hunting ground for ambu- 
lance chasers. Since the present 
administration has been in charge, 
however, the practice has become 
a thing of the past. There’s where 
the trouble all started.” 

He said he didn’t know of any 
hospital in the United States that 
could surpass his institution, and 


| charged “this is the second great-

Only Two Complaining Witnesses. 

Only two complaining witnesses 
appeared at the hearing, and a 
third withess appeared only for 
more information about the death

made about City Hospital. 

On the other hand, the hospital 
administrators appeared to answer 
the complaints to Lange's satis- 
faction and, in addition, assem- 
bled and presented a number of 
physicians who offered high praise 
of both institutions.

D. Moorman, Negro, assistant 
chief of staff at Phillips and pres- 
ident of the Mound City Medical 
Forum.

They told how 
they had taken their son, Oliver, 
5 months old, to Homer G. Phillips 
last Nov. 11. He was treated for 
a chest cold, and seemed improved 
the following day, they said. 

But en Nov. 13, they continued, 
he became ill again and they re- 
turned with him. to the hospital, 
where he was given another exam- 
ination. They were told it re 
vealed nothing to justify hospitali- 


Doetor’s Statement. 

Dr. Frank Loving, Negro, who 
examined the child the first time 
on the day it died, said he checked 
his patient twice and concluded 
the baby was not a hospital case. 
He gave the baby sulfadiazene, 
he said, on the chance an upper 
respiratory infection might have 
set in, and also treated it for an 
upset stomach, which he. diag- 
nosed as the principal ailment. 

He said he did not know the 
child had been at the hospital two 
days earlier until so informed 
later by Dr. William H. Sinkler, 
Negro, the hospitals medica] di- 
rector. Dr. Sinkler praised Dr. 
Loving as a physician of “wide 
experience” and said no com- 
Plaints had resulted from his 
work, 

Dr. R. W. White, who treated 
the child when it first was taken 
to the hospital, said he had told 
Mrs. Jones to return the next day 
so that he could have another 
look at the child but that she did 
not do so. He said that as a re- 
sult of this case, a house staff 
service is maintained for children 
in the hospital’s receiving room 
on a 24-hour basis. 

Asks About Sister. 

The other case heard was that 
of Mrs. Alma G. Allen, Negro, 4549 
McMillan avenue, who said she 
appeared before the committee for 
information about her sister, Mrs. 
Mathe Moore, who died at Homer 
G. Phillips Dec. 27, 1947, after giv- 
ing birth to a normal baby. The 
child lived. 

Mrs. Allen said she had been 
told by an undertaker that her 
sister had died of an incomplete 
abortion and atrophied liver. She 
asked for further information on 
the matter. 

Dr. William L. Smiley, Negro, 
the hospital’s superintendent of 
obstetrics and gynecology, said it 
was hard to reconcile the coro- 
ner’s findings in the case with 
what was found at another ex- 
amination. 

This latter examination indi- 
cated, he said, that air somehow 
entered one of Mrs. Moore’s blood 
vessels, causing an air embolism, 
which acted in the same manner 
as a blood clot. 

Dr. Sinkler remarked at this 
point that a total of 2704 deliveries 
—a new record—was made at his 
hospital last year, with only two 
maternal deaths. : 

Lange then called the names of 
three persons who had sent writ- 
ten complaints to the committee 
about treatment at City Hospital, 
but none appeared..

ASSEMBLY PLANT 


Carter Company Says City 
Payroll Tax Was Con- 
sidered in Location of 


Building. es 


An application by the Cart er 
Carburetor Corp, for a change in 
zoning to permit the cOmpany to 
build an assembly plant along the 
Rock Island Railroad right-of- 
way, north of Olivette, was 
granted today by the St. Louis 
County Court on recommendation 
of the County Planning Commis- 
sion. 

M. F. Peterson, Carter vice- 
president, told the commission at 
a hearing last night his company 
is planning a plant of _100,000 
square feet, with a _ recreation 
center and a parking lot, on a 
29-acre tract the company owns. 
No objections were voiced by the 
40 persons present, and the com- 
mission recommended that the 
tract be rezoned from single 
dwelling to industrial purposes. 

Peterson said the St. Louis city 
payroll tax “entered into the con- 
sideration to build a plant in the 
county, but was not a major eon- 
sideration.” He said the new plant 
would be about one-fifth thé-size 
of the St. Louis plant, at 2840 
North Spring avenue, which has 
2800 employes. Peterson declined 
to estimate the cost of the plant, 
but members of the commission 
estimated the cost at approximate- 
ly $800,000, with additional 
ditures for the recreation building 
and parking lot. 

The ezmmission voted to rejéct 

a request for a special permit to 
operate a trailer camp at 9745 
United States Highway 66, made 
by Tourville, Inc., a tourist court 
at that address. Residents of the 
neighborhood objected to a trailer 
camp. 
A request that lot areas in a 
subdivision on Breckenridge Toad, 
east of Ashby road, be reduced 
from 7500 square feet to ‘6000 
square feet was approved by the 
commission. Edward Juncker, de- 
veloper of the subdivision, said 
lot frontages would not be 
changed.

BEGAN this series with a few broad generalizations, and iet me 
conclude with a few more gathered from the vantage point of 
England. The British Isles provide an ideal perch for retrospective 
observation, because—it is only too obvious—they are detached from 


the body of Europe, and yet extr 
First, as to the British them- 
selves let no one think that they 
are down and out. 
It is not merely that most of 
the relevant statistics ‘prove a de- 
gree of economic recovery that 


most experts would not have 
dreamed possible a year or two 
ago. 

What is more important is the 
atmosphere. The British have a 
doggedness, a cheerfulness, a self- 


reliance and, above all, an instinct 


for essential unity and an instinct 
for survival that put the people 
of almost every other nation to 


shame. 

The hardships they bear are al- 
most beyond belief. (And they 
grumble plenty, too.) But they 
are very far indeed from being 
down and out. Indeed, in a curi- 
ous way, the disciplines they have 
been forced to undergo seem to 
give them augmented strength. 

Attitade of Churchill, 

Most American opinion about 
England is strongly influenced 
by British Tories, by Winston 
Churchill in particular. Churchill 
hates the Labor government, and 
what he says about it carries 
sting. Indeed the Labor govern- 
ment has made frightful mistakes, 
as for instance over Palestine. And 
indeed the Labor government may 
be roundly trounced and turned 
out of office in 1950. 

But it would be the height of 
folly to discount its present power 
or its record of concrete achieve- 
ment. 

Second, though they are much 
closer to Russia than the United 
States is, the British are much 
less frightened. 

Third, the British — who are 
much more seasoned about these 
things than we are—think it al- 
most inconceivable that there 
should be a war. There is in- 
finitely less war talk in London 
than in New York. 

Perhaps this is what might be 
called ostrichism. The British may 
think that war is almost incon- 
ceivable because they hate it so. 

No one on our side of the water 
should forget the horror and 
hatred and detestation with which 
almost ‘all Western Europeans 
think about war. Nor should we 
ever forget what the last war cost

The British are of course much 
closer to us than to the Russians. 
Yet a substantial body of British 
opinion considers that, if ‘the 
peace is to be held, Great Britain 
should more and more play the 
role of mediator between Wash- 
ington and Moscow. 

In a sense the United States 
taxpayer is supporting British 
economy and preserving British 
democracy today. It would not 
be too far-fetched to draw the 
point further and say that if it 
were not for the ERP funds pro- 
vided for in the last analysis by 
the American free enterprise sys- 
tem, the British Socialists would 
not be able to proceed with their 
projected nationalization of the 
steel industry. 

Certainly, if ERP should stop, 
the British economy would suffer 
a terrible setback. 

I heard it said by American ex- 
perts in this connection that the 
cessation of American aid would 
mean an increase of unemploy- 
ment in Britain by two or even 
three million; I heard it said by 
British experts that it would prob- 
ably necessitate the installation 
in Great Britain of a totalitarian 
economy, which might an turn 
produce political dictatorship. 


What England Gives. 


To be so dependent on the 
United States makes the British 
Somewhat sensitive, and several 
Englishmen I met sought to point 
out that the Marshall plan is by 
mo means an expression of pure 
altruism on our part, but that it 
is almost as necessary to the 
United States itself as to Europe. 
The argument is based on the 
theory that the United States must 
Perforce have a mechanism for 
draining off its surplus national 
income.

ESSEN, Germany, Feb. 16 (AP). 
HE. keenest production brains 
of the Nazi Reich are rebuild- 
ing Germany west of the iron 

curtain. 

In Europe's mightiest workshop 
the Ruhr—Germans who know 
best how to dig coal and forge 
steel are in high authority. 

Despite four years of Allied oc- 
cupation, thousands of top-flight 
managers and engineers, who 
heiled Hitler from choice, or 
caution, are intensively at work. 

They vehemently deny they 
ever dabbled in Fuhrer politics, 
except to carry a National So- 
cialist p card. That is their 
story. The Allies, who sponsored 
the de-Nazification which judged 
them, are stuck with it—for good 
or ill. 

De-Nazification, grandly ex- 
pounded dy military decrees is 
1945, was to have turned Ger- 
many society upside down and 
washed it snow white of the stain 
of Hitlerism. Thirty milion of the 
46,000,000 Germans in the Western 
occupation zones Were hit by the 
Allies’ original definition of a 
Nazi. 

The Ameficans set up courts 
which waded through hundreds of 
thousands of cases. British and 
Freneh efforts were less strenu- 
ous, Across the Elbe in east Ger- 
many, the Russians liquidated a 
few Nazi big shots and encour- 
aged the small fry to ‘espouse 
Communism. 

The Common Attitude. 


In 1949, most Allied officials 
seem as weary as the Germans 
of being reminded that the nation 
was once mobilized in the Nazi 
party and its auxiliary formations, 
which went so far as to include 
school children in the Hitler 
Jugend and the Bund Deutscher 
Maedel. The common attitude is 
let bygones be bygones. 

The casual foreign visitor may 
carry away the impression that 
west Germany is chiefly inhabited 
by scrubby urchins begging Allied 
chocolate, frauleins exchanging 
love for foreign visas, and mained 
veterans collecting cigarette butts 
from the gutter. 

But here, in the Ruhr, is a dif- 
ferent type of German. He is an 
executive, scientist or lawyer. In 
the aggregate, he is the manage- 
ment and technical brains behind 
what used to be the No. 1 heavy 
industry of Europe.

They did not real- 
ize until the end of 1942 that- new scientific 
developments would be necessary if they were 
not to lose the war. But in the years from 1940 
to 1942, British radar scientists had leapt too far 
ahead ever to be caught up.”

Our own mistakes—fortunately not as telling 
as those of our er ‘y—have been pointed out 
Now the Army comes forward with 
supporting evidence of its own blundering in 
this field.

A Backward Voyage 


FAMILY TROUBLE, by William McFee, (Random 

House, 310 pgs., $3.) 

When William McFee was a ship’s engi- 
neer and sailed the seven seas, the urge to 
write possessed him and in his leisure hours 
he set down casually, as the spirit moved 
him, a seaman’s random thoughts and sea- 
men’s tales that he heard aboard ship or 
in the ports of call. All in good time his 
writings were put into a book that was 
called “Letters from an Ocean Tramp.” Then 
came “Casuals of the Sea,” published in 
the United States in 1916, and those who 
read it agreed that this McFee person had 
no business being a ship’s engineer. Any- 
body could see that tale-telling was his 
true vocation and he had no right to bun 
his talents in the hold of a ship. 

But he went on with his engineering and 
his writing adventure for a few years un- 
til his book royalties justified him in giving 
up his steady job. With the caution of a 
good engineer, though, he took only a leave 
of absence, so that if book writing failed 
him at any time, he could go back to his 
ship. It has not failed him but he is still 
on leave of absence and can still call him- 
self a ship’s engineer. 

Since he quit the sea Mc¥Fee has lived in 
America and has kept books rolling from 
the presses, most of them sea stories or 
related to seas and ships.

Synthetic things never do appeal 
to me as much as the real things, 
but I can see that vast areas of the 
world, which never have had 
enough meat or milk, will be far 
better off. These synthetic foods, 
with their real nutrition, can be 
distributed at prices that are with- 
in the reach of the populations 
most in need.

Indeed, Dud Fisher sometimes 
finds it hard to believe that he 
got into newspaper work in any 
form. Born into a family of elec- 
trical, mechanical and civil engi- 
neers, professors and school 
teachers, Dud started out in life 
to be an architect.

Dud Fisher has achieved a con- 
siderable fortune and a goodly 
share of happiness by sticking to 
that homely old adage that it’s 
better to be a big fish in a little 
pond than just another comic 
artist in a big city like New York. 
For several years now he has 
done all his work in a big airy 
studio he built onto his home in 
the Upper Arlington section of 
Columbus. In his spare time he 
has constructed, entirely with his 
own hands, an organ with 375 
pipes, on which he plays pleasant- 
ly if not too well.

“I was 50 years old,” Dud says 
proudly, “when I got my pipe 
organ far enough along to make 
music.

Even if South had been justified 
in placing the diamond ace with 
East, because of his final double 
(after all, West made quite a few 
bids!), South still: should not have 
overlooked an excellent avenue to 
success!
